IN NEW 
YORK 


" I haven’t seen a pair of 
scales 
ainee I left America,” says J. C. Wil- 
m arth in a letter to a Janesville friend 
mailed in Florence March 27. 
"They 
guess a t everything over here, or else 
try a pair of 1701 steel yards—but if 
I do not weigh two hundred pounds 
when I get back home and have a 
chance to see, it won t be for lack of 
fun. 
Sight seeing as a business is 
pretty hard work, you know, and 
seven days in the week sounds pretty 
formidable, but the serious things and 
the things you axe told in the guide 
books to enthuse about, are spiced by 
so many little things on the side—so 
many funny bits of hum an nature— 
th a t a pilgrim keeps on the broad grin 
all the time. 
" I have come to see, now, why it is 
th a t nobody ever wrote foreign corre­ 
spondence or a book of travel th at 
gives 
the reader the right idea of 
w hat was described. 
The description I attended 
may be as accurate as you please, but 
the local atmosphere cannot possibly 
be conveyed and without th at the de­ 
scription is worthless. The surround­ 
ings are so different that while, for in­ 
stance, it sounds odd to tell of a fuel 
store on a principal street, with two 
sticks of wood tied up over the door 
as the only sign, yet when I saw it 
this morning, it seemed the most nat­ 
u ral thing in the world. Everything is 
so different from w hat Americans are 
used to seeing, yet everything goes so 
well w ith everything else, th a t you 
don’t notice the strangeness of it. 
"One thing th a t does seem very 
strange, though, is the way their 
hotels are built. 
They are all of solid 
stone and get cold enough in the win­ 
te r so they do not get warmed through 
u n til the next fall. 
T hat makes letter 
w riting rather difficult for it is hard 
enough to pour forth classical English 
anyw ay w ith only one candle to do it 
w ithout having to wear an over­ 
coat and gloves during the effort. 
I 
havn’t seen a hotel room yet w ith gas 
in it, and the only one where we had 
a 
stove 
was 
in 
Granada. 
Still, 
I 
havn't 
been 
stopping 
a t the "sw ell” places. 
There are in 
each of these places one or two big 
houses run exclusively for tourists. 
The people of the country never go 
there, and the rates are " a la New 
Y ork.” I have been stopping in houses 
th a t correspond w ith the hotels in 
Janesville and find prices very reason­ 
able. 
For instance 
I have a good 
room on the second floor of a well 
m anaged hotel here in Florence—a 
very good room it is too—for tw enty 
cents a day. 
But even here they re­ 
alized th a t I was a stranger and I see 
th a t they have charged me ten cents 
for taking me to the station in the 
omnibus—and it isn’t more than half 
a mile either. 
The secret of prices 
seems to be right here—live in foreign 
fashion and pay foreign prices; live as 
Italians of your class approximately 
are living, and 3ave two thirds. 
"They have a funeral across from 
th e 
hotel 
tonight. 
About 
8 
o’elock 
a 
dozen 
men 
w ith 
* ‘white 
cap” 
disguises 
from 
head to foot, lined up in front of the 
house. 
They were all covered except 
th eir eyes, and carried long torches. 
A fter awhile a dozen or two priests 
came 
down 
stairs w ith 
lighted 
candles, then some men in 
white 
carried down a bier, and w ith this at 
th e head, the 
procession 
started, 
chanting a gruesome sort of march. 
I didn’t see any cadaver, though, and 
so I enquired and was told th a t the 
late lamented was in a hearse about 
ten minutes ahead. 
The streets are 
so narrow ar d crooked they don’t like 
to risk the dead m an’s 
joining the 
m erry making. 
He m ight tip over 
and get hurt. 
I leave for Venice early in the 
morning. 
From there I go to Milan, 
M ilan to Verona and up into Germany, 
striking first a t Munich. 
I haven’t 
bad any mail yet, but expect to do 
better in a day or two, as a batch has 
been forwarded from London.”

Blaze Started From Heated Flasks 
and 
Smouldered Until 
1:15 a.m. 
When It Burst Forth in Several 
Places At Once—Building Will Be 
Replaced at Once. 


The New Doty M anufacturing Com­ 
pany's plant on North Main street, 
was heavily damaged by fire and wa­ 
ter early this morning. The fire origi­ 
nated in the foundry at the rear of 
the main building, and when discov­ 
ered had enveloped nearly the entire 
plant. 
It was a t 1:15 o'clock when 
the blaze was discovered by the watch­ 
man at the cotton mill on North River 
street, A. Brightm an, be giving a still 
alarm to the firemen at the west side 
station. 
About the same time, Night 
Officer McGinley and Private W atch­ 
man Fred Little, bf the Thoroughgood 
box factory, also db covered the fire, 
Officer McGinley turning in the alarm 
at the east side station. 
Direct pressure was at once called 
for, and in a few minutes the fire de­ 
partm ent had five powerful streams 
of w ater pouring into the buildings at 
various points. 
The fire was soon 
put under control, 
but the building 
being on fire in so many different 
places it was sometime before it was 
"struck out.” 
F ire W as A H ot One. 
The building is an old one having 
been remodeled and enlarged a t differ­ 
ent times. 
A large portion of the 
main building is two story and brick 
veneered, consequently the 
wooden 
lining furnished plenty of dry m aterial 
to make a hot fire. 
This was the case 
in the second story of the north end 
in the woodthop where the headiest 
fire raged. 
The foundry is pretty nearly a total 
wreck. 
Numerous large patterns of 
punching machines were destroyed,to­ 
gether with m aterial, tools, etc., in 
the wood shop. 
The machinery in the 
machine shop on the lower floors is 
only damaged by water, the greater 
damage being upon the buildings. 
The plant is owned by the New 
Doty M anufacturing Company. Victor 
P. Richardson is president and super­ 
intendent, and Hamilton Richardson 
is secretary and treasurer. The latter 
is now in California, but is expected 
home in a few days. 
The fire undoubtedly originated in 
the foundry,from carelessness in piling 
up flasks. 
A heat had been taken off 
last evening, the moulders quitting 
work at 6 o’clock. 
The fire had evi­ 
dently been slowly burning from th at 
time until it was discovered a t 1:15 
this mornicg, when it broke out in a 
half dozen places at the same time. 
Lom 
Cannot B e 
E stim ated. 
It is impossible to estim ate the loss 
on the building or contents. 
Some of 
the machinery is undoubtedly injured 
more or less by the heat, which cannot 
be ascertained until it has been th o r­ 
oughly cleaned and tested. 
Much of 
the interior lining and frame work of 
the building will have to be torn out 
and replaced. 
Superintendent Richardson says the 
company has $13,000 insurance on 
the plant—$5,000 on the buildings 
and the rem ainder on the contents. 
This insurance is w ritten in the agen­ 
cies of Silas Hayner, Metcalf & Carter 
and F. C. Haselton of this city. 
The 
working force of the plant was set to 
work this morning cleaning up the 
wreck. 
"W e will repair the 
damage at 
once,” said Superintendent 
V. 
P. 
Richardson, " I intend getting 
the 
plant in operation as soon as possible. 
Work has been dull for some time 
past, but we are receiving orders right 
along, and have a number of orders 
now on hand for machines which the 
parties are In a hurry for. 
About 
tw enty hands are now employed in 
the several departm ents of the plant.’’

The G reat M etropolis. 
O ur subject speaks of a g reat m etrop­ 
olis, the existence of which m any have 
doubted. S tanding on the w harf and 
looking off upon the harbor, and seeing 
th e m erchantm en com ing up the bay, 
th e flags of foreign nations stream ing 
from 
top-gallants, 
you 
im m ediately 
m ake up your m ind th a t those vessels 
come from foreign ports, and you say: 
“T h at is from H am burg, and th a t is 
from 
M arseilles, 
and 
th a t is 
from 
Southam pton, and th a t is from H av a­ 
n a.” arid your supposition is accurate. 
B ut from the city of which I am now 
speaking no w eather-beaten m erchant­ 
men or frigates w ith scarred bulkhead 
have ever come. T here has been a vast 
em igration into th a t city, but no emi­ 
gration from it—so fa r as our n atu ral 
vision can descry. 
“There is no such 
city ,” says the undevout astronom er. 
“I have stood in high 
tow ers w ith a 
m ighty telescope, and have sw ept the 
heavens, and I h av e seen spots on the 
su n and caverns in the moon: but no 
tow ers have ever risen on my vision, 
no 
palaces, 
no 
tem ples, no shining 
streets, no m assive wall. There is no 
such city.” E ven 
very good 
people 
telll me th a t heaven is not a m aterial 
organism , but a grand spiritual fact, 
and th a t the Bible descriptions of it are 
in all cases to be taken figuratively. I 
bring in reply to this th a t C hrist said, 
and he ought to know: “I go to pre­ 
p a re ”—not a theory, not a principle, 
not a sentim ent; but “I go to prepare 
a place 
for 
you.” The 
resurrected 
body im plies this. If my foot is to be 
re-form ed from the dust, it m ust have 
som ething to tread on. If my hand is to 
he reconstructed, it m ust have some­ 
th in g to 
handle. If m y eye. 
having 
gone out in death, is to be rekindled, I 
m ust have som ething to gaze on. Your 
adverse theory seem s to im ply th a t the 
resurrected body is to be hung on n oth­ 
ing, or to w alk rn air, or to float am id 
th e intangibles. You m ay say lf there 
be m aterial organism s, then a soul in 
heaven will be cram ped and hindered 
in its enjoym ents: but I answ er: Did 
not Adam and Eve have plenty of room 
In the garden of E den? A lthough only 
a few miles would have described the 
circum ference of th a t place, they had 
am ple room. And do you not suppose 
th a t God, in the im m ensities, can build 
a place large enough to give th e whole 
race room, even though there be m a­ 
terial organism s? 
H erschell’a Reasonings. 
Herschel looked into the heavens. As 
a Swiss guide puts his Alpine stock be­ 
tw een the glaciers and crosses over 
from crag to crag, so H erschel planted 
his telescope betw een the w orlds and 
glided from sta r to sta r, until he could 
announce to us th a t we live in a p a rt 
of the universe 
but sparsely strew n 
w ith w orlds; and he peers out into im ­ 
m ensity 
until 
he 
finds a region no 
larg er th an our solar system in which 
th ere are fifty thousand worlds m oving. 
And Prof. L ang says th at, by a philo­ 
sophic reasoning, there m ust be som e­ 
w here a world w here there Is no d a rk ­ 
ness. but everlasting sunshine; so I do 
not know but th a t it is sim ply because 
we have no telescope powerful enough 
th a t we can not see into the land where 
th ere is no darkness a t all, and catch a 1 
glim pse of the burnished pinnacles. As 
a conquering arm y m arching on to take 
a city, comes a t nightfall to the crest 
of a m ountain from which, in the m idst 
of the landscape, they see the castles 
they are to capture, and rein in their 
w ar chargers, and h alt to take a good 
look before they pitch their ten ts for ; 
th e n ig h t; so. now com ing as we do on 
th is m ountain top of prospect, I com­ 
m and th is regim ent of God to rein In 
th eir th o u g h ts and halt, and before 
th ey pitch 
th eir 
ten ts for the night 
tak e one good, long look a t the gates 
of the g reat city. “On the east three 
gates; on th e north three gates; on the 
south th ree gates; and on the w est three 
gates. 
T he H eavenly Gates. 
In th e first place I w ant you to exam ­ 
ine the architecture of these gates. P ro ­ 
prietors of large estates are very ap t to 
have an ornam ental gatew ay. 
Some­ 
tim es they spring an arch of m asonry, 
the posts of the gates flanked w ith lions 
in sta tu a ry ; th e bronze gate a repre­ 
sentation of intertw ining foliage, bird- 
haunted. until th e hand of architectural 
genius drops exhausted, all 
its 
life 
frozen into the stone. G ates of wood, 
and iron, and stone guarded nearly all 
the old cities. 
Moslems have inscribed 
upon th eir gatew ays inscriptions from 
the K oran of the M oham m edan. There 
have been a g reat m any fine gatew ays, 
but C hrist sets his hand to the work, 
and for the upper city sw ung a gate 
such as no eye ever gazed on. untouched 
of inspiration. W ith the nail of his own 
cross he cut into its w onderful traceries 
stories of past suffering and gladness 
to come. There is no wood, or stone, or 
bronze in th a t gate, but from top to 
base, and from side to side, it is all 
pearl. Not one piece picked up from 
Ceylon banks and another piece from 
the Persian gulf, and an o th er from the 
island of M argarette; 
but one solid 
pearl picked up from the beach of ever­ 
lasting light by heavenly hands, and 
hoisted and sw ung am id the shouting 
of angels. The glories of alab aster vase 
and porphery pillar fade out before this 
gatew ay. It puts out the 
spark 
of 
felspar and diam ond. 
You know how 
♦me little precious stone on your finger 
will flash under the gaslight. B ut O! 
the brightness when the g reat gate of 
heaven swings, struck 
through 
and 
dripping w ith the light of eternal noon­ 
day. 
Julius C aesar paid a hundred and 
tw enty-five thousand crow ns for one 
pearl. The governm ent of P o rtu g al 
Voasted of having a pearl larg er th an a 


pear. Cleopatra and Philip II. dazzled 
the w orld’s vision w ith precious stones. 
B ut g ath er all these together and lift 
them , and add to them all the w ealth 
of the pearl fisheries and set them in 
the panel of one doer, and it does not 
equal this m agnificent gatew ay. An al­ 
m ighty hand hewed this, sw ung this, 
polished this. A gainst this gatew ay, 
on the one side, dash all the splendors 
of earth ly beauty. A gainst this g ate­ 
w ay on the other side beat the surges 
of eternal glory. O! the gate! the gate! 
It strikes an infinite charm through 
every one th a t passes it. One step this 
side of the gate and we are paupers. 
One step the other side of the gate and 
we are kings. The pilgrim of earth 
going through sees in the one huge 
pearl all his earthly tears in crystal. 
O! gate of light! gate of pearl! gate of 
heaven! F o r our w eary souls a t last 
sw ing open. 
W hen shall these eyes thy heaven-built 
w alls 
And pearly gates behold; 
Thy bulw arks w ith salvation strong. 
And streets of shining gold? 


The Sight of Heaven. 
O! heaven is not a dull place. H eaven 
is not a contracted place. H eaven Is 
not a stupid place. “I saw the tw elve 
gates, and they were tw elve pearls.”

G ate the 
third; the L utherans come up; they had 
the sam e grace th a t m ade L uther w hat 
he was and they pass through. G ate the 
fourth: the B aptists pass through.

passes 
through.

the C ongregationalists pass 
through.

SPRIN G BROOK PEO PLE ARE U P 
IN ARMS. 


T. Quirk’s Hennery Despoiled of Fifty- 
Six Fowls, Most of Which W ere 
Killed on the Spot and the Heads 
Left Behind—Other Places Visited 
—Police Court News. 


Spring Brook people are now set­ 
ting up o’nights w ith shot guns in 
their hands.
